mill, and was between two of the buildings. 
He was struck on all sides, and cannot live. 
He has a wife and two children. 
The four 
buildings were wooden, and each was about 
28 feet square. 
The property was not valu­ 
able. 
Everything is a total loss. 


E X P L O S IO N A T PIT T SB U R G .

T he D em ocratic party has been com para­ 
tively m odest in its lies and forg eries during 
the cam paig n. 
The Morey forg ery, evident 
ly, taug ht it a valuable lesson.

“ cam paig n of intellect” that has not been 
forg otten. 
T he lies and forg eries of the present cam ­ 
paig n have been small, and some of them 
silly. 
T he dollar-a day lie did not disturb 
anybody. 
E very intellig ent person repudi­ 
ated it on its first appearance because it had 
already been discovered that Gen. Harrison 
was not a fool. 
Then ex -Senator McDonald 
and ex -Vice Presidential Candidate Eng lish 
came out and stam ped their manly D em ocrat­ 
ic feet upon it, and it withered into innocuous 
desuetude. 
T he Chinese lie has been eq ually ineffect­ 
ual. 
T he D em ocrats have stuck to it w ith 
rem arkable tenacity, as if it were their only 
hope, but the records of the Senate could not 
beeffaced. 
Gen. Harrison was found to have 
voted for the.m aiutenance of our treaty ob­ 
lig ations w ith China, and for such m easures 
as w ould ensure the ex clusion of the Chinese 
w ithout national dishonor. 
W e believe these are the only lies that have 
been published ag ainst Gen. Harrison. 
Mr. 
M orton has not been assailed at all. 
As for 
the tw o men, it has been adm itted that their 
private characters are irreproachable, and 
that in their various official capacities they 
have show n g reat ability and faultless integ ri 
ly. 
Perhaps it is not due to any special m ag ­ 
nanim ity that M» - M orton has been let alone.. 
He so endeared him self to a very larg e num ­ 
ber of voters by his mag uificent g ifts to the 
fam ine sufferers in Ireland many years ag o, 
when he was not in politics, that it would 
have been positively dang erous to assail him . 
N um erous forg eries have been reported, 


but they have l>cen g enerally on a small 
scale and intended for local effect.

one that assumed national proportions was 
the m utilation and g arbling of a private let­ 
ter written by Col. Dudley, Secretary of the 
Republican N ational Committee, to a friend 
in Indiana. 
W hat the Democratic National 
Committee ex pected to accomplish by this 
crime passes com prehension. 
It can only lie 
accounted for on the supposition that the 
criminal instincts of certain members of that 
committee were so strong that they had to 
be g iven vent in some direction. 
The proved 
chang es in the letter have acq uitted Dudley 
and convicted the forg ers. 
It was one of the 
silly sort of forg eries, for even if the letter 
had been g enuine it could not have cost Har­ 
rison a sing le vote 
This, however, was not 
its object. 
A pretex t was soug ht to be in' 
vented for the arrest of Dudley at a critical 
stag e in the cam paig n. 
The bottom seems to 
have dropped clean out of this conspiracy. 
The Democrats walked to the edg e of the 
precipice, but dared not jum p. 
Forg ery and falsehood having failed, the 
party has turned to its last resources, bribery 
and fraud. 
T here is no q uestion that there 
is an immense bribery fund which lias l>een 
q uite liberally distributed throug hout the 
stale, but know ledg e of the fact only adds to 
the party difficulties, as it will find itself 
compelled to buy its own vote. 
The Repub­ 
lican papers of New York have disclosed the 
scheme, in which provision is made for the 
payment of $50 for votes where that sum is 
demanded. 
The “ sleeping ballot box ” has 
also been imported from the South for use in 
those districts in which the Republican In­ 
spectors were ex pected to be bribed, but it is 
not g oing to be used. 
This is a second ballot 
box . with the ballots all fix ed to the satisfac­ 
tion of the Democrats. 
It is to be hidden in 
some dark place during the day. 
After the 
voting is over a row is to be started, in the 
confusion of which the g enuine ballot box is 
to be stolen and carried off and the sleeping 
beauty substituted. 
Of course it has failed; 
as all other schemes of fraud are sure to fail. 
In spite of all fears of Democratic trickery 
there is g oing to Ire a more thoroug hly honest 
election throug hout the state tom orrow than 
has taken place in ten years. 
And Harrison 
and Morton will be elected, ditto Miller,Crn- 
g r.r ar.d Kurasey. And this result will Ire due 
larg ely to the fact that the Democratic party 
has fallen into contem pt.

Riddlcberg er, whose fierce attack killed the 
treaty, testifies to the same effect, and adds 
the accusation that Collins has been g uilty of 
lying . 
-Mr. Riddlcberg er refers to the history 
of the vote on the treaty, and points out that 
not a sing le Dem ocratic Senator voted for the 
rejection of the treaty with the offensive 
clause included, and only two voted to post­ 
pone it. 
Collins and O’Reilly called upon President 
Cleveland when lie was in New-York, and 
hai a leng thy private interview with him. 
Wre this miserable lie invented on that occa­ 
sion, and is the President a party to it? 
And 
is it to be supposed that any United States 
Sender, Dem ocrat or Republican, could 
outfi* Secretary Bayard or Minister Phelps in 
subrtissivcness to Salisbury’s wishes in tlic 
neg ojation of a treaty?

and both Captain Snow and his mate shame­ 
fully abused the sailors. 
While near Cape 
Horn Captain Snow attacked the carpenter, 
braking his jaw and knocking out many 
teeth. 
A few day s later he nearly killed one 
of the men. 
When the men became debili­ 
tated by the poor food, and were unable to 
work, 
they 
were 
put 
iw' 
the 
hold 
and 
tied 
up 
for 
48 
hours. 
One 
of 
the 
men 
was 
tied 
to 
a 
stanchion for four day s without food. 
Dur­ 
ing this time his scant rations were placed 
withiu sight hut out of reach. 
When the 
Ilecla reached Acapulco the men were weak 
from ill treatment and insufficient food. 
They were cast into a dungeon and kept con­ 
fined until the vessel was ready to sail.

men appealed to the United States Consul at 
Acapulco but were unable to obtain any as­ 
sistance.

The o ther day he went in a ro o m 
adjo ining the bar-ro o m and lay do wn o n a 
lo unge as if to “ take a nap.” Custo mers 
came in the bar-ro o m, and Mrs. Mo re went 
o ut to wait upo n them. 
While do ing so she 
beard a sho t, and hurried back to her hu 
band. 
She asked him wbat the mnt'er wn« 
and he said be had sho t himself. 
“ Why did 
yo u do it? ” she asked. 
He answered: 
am tired o f this place and do n’t want to live 
any lo nger.” On the flo o r was a revo lver 
A ball had penetrated the man’s bo wels, 
is said lie was tempo rarily insane. 
The Co ro ner's investigatio n as to the cause 
o f the dro wning o f Mrs. Eliza Ritchie sho wed 
the fo l’o wing facts: 
Mrs. Ritchie was 
wido w wo man, 68 years o ld She lived alo n 
the Sawkill stream, in the to wn o f Wo o d 
sto ck. 
On FTiday she was in Kingsto n, and 
returned ho me ut night. 
Her ho use is o u the 
o ppo site side o f the stream fro m the ro adway. 
The nearest ¡o ute to it is o ver a fo o t-bridge. 
This bridge is co mpo sed o f a single plank, 
o ne end o f which rests o n a ro ck. 
The night 
was dark. 
Mrs. Ritchie sto pped at the ho use 
o f Peter DuBo is. a co lo red man, near the 
fo o t-bridge, 
and 
asked 
him 
to 
take 
his lantern and light her acro ss. 
Ow­ 
ing to the darkness and the fact that 
the water 
runs 
very swift under the 
bridge DuBo is tried to persuade her to stay 
at his ho use all night. 
She refused to listen 
lo him, saying that she must go ho me that 
night—that she had o ften cro ssed I be fo o t 
bridge in the night, and there was no danger 
DuBo is to o k a lighted lantern and went with 
her. 
The fo o t bridge was to o narro w and to o 
frail fo r two perso ns to walk upo n it at the 
same time, so DuBo is held the light while 
Mrs. Ritchie started to cro ss. 
When she was 
within a few feet o f the o ppo site sho re she 
lo st her balance and fell into the stream. Du­ 
Bo is heard her struggling in the water and 
ran to the rescue. 
He caught ho ld o f her 
and tried to pull her o ut. 
Mrs. Ritchie was 
a heavy wo man, weighing 180 po unds, and 
he was unable to raise her bo dy o n the bridge. 
The water runs theie almo st with the speed 
o f a race ho rse, and it finally lo re the bo dy 
fro m DuBo is’gra^p. 
He ran to a neighbo r’s 
fo r help. 
A search was made by several men, 
and the dead bo dy fo und lo dged against 
ro ck.

citizenship.” 
POLITICS AND THE PULPIT. 
I trust yo u will no t misinterpret tr?y mo ­ 
tive. 
I speak o n this subject uo w because 
yo ur tho ught is already turned in that direc­ 
tio n, and I desire to take advantage o f that 
fact. 
W ith the advo cacy o f party measures 
as such the Christian pulpit has no thing 
whatever to do , 
and that minister who 
uses 
his 
pulpit 
fo r 
such 
a 
purpo se 
misrepresents the high o ffice to which lie is 
called by Christ ao d the Church. 
Tiie wo rk 
o f the pulpit is to declare add enfo rco the 
go spel and law o f Go d as fo und in His Wo rd, 
bo th as they affect o ur relatio n to Go d and to 
each o ther, while, therefo re, the minister in 
his pulpit, has no thing whatever lo do with 
party po litics, he has much to do with citi­ 
zenship.

the 
teachings 
o f 
Christ will manifest the highest type o f 
citizenship. 
The go o d man here meaut is

Vo te fo r no bad mau. 
Say no t it is the principle rather than the 
man.

Life's short span abruptly ended.—Cicero. 
An investigation into the suicide of Suuiuel 
More, of the town of Ulster, shows that 
More kept a saloon in Mutton Hollow for six 
years past. The other day he went in a room 
adjoining the bar-room and lay down on a 
lounge as if to “ take a nap.” 
Customers 
came in the bar-room, and Mrs. More went 
out to w ait upon them. 
W hile doing so she 
beard a shot, and hurried back to her hus­ 
band. 
She asked him what the m ntier was, 
and he said he had shot himself. 
“ W hy did 
you do i t ? ” she asked. 
He answered: "1 
am tired of this place and don’t want to live 
any longer.” 
On the floor was a revolver. 
A ball had penetrated the man’s bowóls. 
It 
is said he was temporarily insane. 
The Coroner’s investigation as lo the cause 
of the drowning of Mrs. Eiiza Ritchie showed 
the fol’owing facts: 
Mrs. Ritchie was 
widow woman, 68 years old She lived alon 
the Sawkill stream, in the town of Wood- 
stock. 
On Friday she was in Kingston, and 
returned home at night. 
Her house is on the 
opposite side of the stream from the roadway. 
The nearest route to it is over a foot-bridge. 
This bridge is composed of a single plank, 
one end of which rests on a rock. 
The night 
was dark. 
Mrs. Ritchie stopped at the house 
of Peter DuBois, a colored man, near the 
foot-bridge, 
and 
asked 
him 
to 
take 
his lantern 
and 
light her across. 
Ow­ 
ing to 
the darkness and the fact that 
the water 
runs 
very 
swift 
under the 
bridge DuBois tried to persuade her to stay 
at his house all night. 
She refused to listen 
to him, saying that she must go home that 
night—that she had often crossed the foot 
bridge in the night, and there was no danger 
DuBois took a lighted lantern and went with 
her. 
The foot bridge was too narrow and too 
frail for two persons to walk upon it at the 
same time, so DuBois held tbe light while 
Mrs. Ritchie started to cross. 
W hen she was 
within a few feet of the opposite shore she 
lost her balance and fell into the stream. D u­ 
Bois heard her struggling in the water and 
ran to the rescue. 
lie caught hold of her 
and tried to pull her out. 
Mrs. Ritchie was 
a heavy woman, weighing 180 pounds, and 
he was uuable to raise her body on the bridge. 
The water runs theic almost with the speed 
of a race horse, and it finally tore the body 
from DuBois’grasp. 
He ran to a neighbor’s 
for help. 
A search was made by several men, 
and the dead body found lodged against a 
rock.

The Rev. A. K. Fuller, Pastor of the 
Wurts-Street

preached a sermon ou “ The Good Citizen of 
a Great Country." The following is a synop 
sis of what he said: 
FAUSTIAN POLITICS. 
“ The minds of the people arc now turned 
to partisan politics. 
I desire, to-night, for a 
few moments, to lift your thoughts from the 
lower plane of politics to the higher plane of 
citizenship.” 
POLITICS AND THE PULPIT. 
“ I trust you will Dot misinterpret nty mo 
tive. 
1 speak on this subject uow because 
your thought is airead}- turned in that direc­ 
tion, and I desire to take advantage of that 
fact. 
W ith the advocacy of party measures 
as such the Christian pulpit has nothing 
whatever to do, 
and that minister who 
uses 
his 
pulpit 
for 
such 
a purpose 
misrepresents the high office to which he is 
called by Christ and the Church. 
The work 
of the pulpit is to declare aiid enforce the 
gospel and law of G odas found in His Word, 
liolh as they affect our relation to God and to 
each other, while, therefore, the minister in 
his pulpit, has nothing whatever lo do with 
party politics, he has much to do with citi­ 
zenship. 
The gospel prepares men to live on 
earth as well as in heaven. 
Apart from his 
pulpit, the Christian minister 1ms a right not 
simply to have private views on party meas­ 
ures, but as nay other good citizen, he is 
bound to use his influence, in a proper way, 
to secure the election of those men and the 
trium ph of those measures which he believes 
would tic for the best good of the people. 
This is not preaching politics but doing the 
duties of the true citizen. 
And ought not 
the Christian minister to be such a citizen? 


THE GOOD CITIZEN. 
The ‘Good Citizen of a Great Country’ is 
my subject, and I desire to give you, in part 
what I conceive to be the Bible definition of 
such a citizen. 
The definition will appear in 
the outline of the sermon aswc move on.”

The Democratic party has been compara­ 
tively modest io its lies anil forgeries during 
the campaign. 
The Morey forgery, evident 
ly, taught it a valuable lesson. 
That was a 
"cam paign of intellect” that has not bara 
forgotten. 
The lies ami forgeries of the present cam­ 
paign have been small, aud Mime of them 
silly. 
The dollar a day lie did not disturb 
anybody. 
Every intelligent person repudi­ 
ated it on its first appearance because it had 
already been discovered (bat Gen. Harrison 
was not a fool. 
Then ex Senator McDonald 
and ex-Vice Presidential Candidate English 
came out and stamped their manly Democrat­ 
ic feet upon It, and it withered into Innocuous 
desuetude. 
The Chinese lie has lieen equally ineffeet 
ual. 
The Democrats have aluck to it with 
remarkable tenacity, as if it were their only 
hope, but the records of the Senate could not 
beeffaced. 
Gen. Harrison was found to have 
voted for the^maintenance of our treaty ob­ 
ligations with China, and for such measures 
as would ensure the exclusion of the Chinese 
without national dishonor. 
We believe these are Hie only lies that have 
been published against Gen. Harrison. 
Mr. 
Morton has not been assailed at all. 
As for 
the two men. it bas been admitted that their 
private characters are irreproachable, and 
that in their various official capacities they 
have shown great ability and faultless Integri 
ty. 
Perhaps it is not due to any special mag­ 
nanimity that Mr. Morton has been let alone.. 
He so endeared himself to a very large num­ 
ber of voter* by his magnificent gifts to the 
famine sufferers in Ireland many years ago, 
when be waa not in politics, that it would 
have been positively dangerous to assail bim. 
Numerous forgeries have been reported,

but they have l>cen generally on a small 
scale and intended for local effect. 
The only 
one that assumed national proportions was 
the mutilation and garbling of a private let­ 
ter written by Col. Dudley, Secretary of the 
Republican National Committee, to a friend 
in Indiana. 
What the Democratic National 
Committee expected to accomplish by this 
crime passes comprehension. 
It can only lie 
accounted for on the supposition that the 
criminal instincts of certain members of that 
committee were so strong that they had to 
be given vent in some direction. 
The proved 
changes in the letter have acquitted Dudley 
and convicted the forgers. 
It was one of the 
silly sort of forgeries, for even ii the letter 
had been genuine it could not have cost Har­ 
rison a single vote 
This. however, was not 
its object. 
A pretext was sought to be in' 
vented for the arrest of Dudley at a critical 
stage in the campaign. 
The bottom seems to 
have dropped clean out of this conspiracy. 
Tile Democrats walked to the edge of the 
precipice, but dared not jump. 
Forcers' and falsehood having failed, the 
party has turned to its last resources, briliery 
ami fraud. 
There Is no question that there 
is an Immense briliery fund which has liven 
quite liberally distributed throughout the 
state, but knowledge of the fact only adds to 
the party difficulties, as it will find itself 
Compelled to buy its own vote. 
The Repub 
Bean papers of New York have disclosed the 
-(heme, in which provision is m ale for the 
payment of $o0 for votes where that sum is 
demanded. 
The " sleeping ballot box ” has 
alen been imported from the South for use in 
those district* In which Hie Republican In­ 
spector* were expected to be bribed, but it is 
not going to be used. 
This is a second ballot 
Im.x. w ith the ballots all lixifl to the satisfac­ 
tion of the Democrats. 
It is to be hidden in 
some dark place during the day. 
After the 
voting i* over n row L to lie started, in the 
confusion of which the genuine ballot liox is 
to be stolen and carried off and the sleeping 
beauty substituted. 
Of course it bas failed; 
as all other scheme* of fraud are sure to fail. 
In spite of all fears of Democratic trickery 
there is going to lie a more thoroughly honest 
election throughout the state to-morrow than 
has taken place in ten years. 
Ami Harrison 
and Morton will lie elected, ditto Miller.L’ru- 
gf r ni.d Rumney. And this result will be due 
largely to the fact Hist the Democratic party 
baa fallen toto con tempi, 
There are thou­ 
sands of respectable men who hoped better 
things from it in ibis campaign. 
One lie or 
one forgery wa* sufficient to disgust them, 
bi t they have seen several. 


THE LAST LIE OF THE CAMPAIGN. 


The latest Democratic lie relates to the ex­ 
tradition tis tty arranged by Minister [‘helps 
and I.ord Salisbury, the clause in which pro 
viding for the extradition if persona accused 
of jKilitiral offense* c aused it* rejection. Last 
week tin* statement was made on the Alleged

Du Bois took a lighted lantern and went with 
her. 
The foot bridge was too narrow and too 
frail for two persons to walk upon it at the 
same time, so DuBois held tbe light while 
Mrs. Ritchie starlet* to cross.

within a few feet of the opposite shore she 
lost her balance und fell into the stream. Du­ 
Bois heard her struggling in the water and 
ran to the rescue. 
He caught hold of lier 
and tried to pull her nut.

PAUSTIAN POLITICS. 
" The minds of the people are now turned 
to partisan politics. 
I desire, to-Dight, for a 
few moments, to lift your thoughts from the 
lower plane of politics to the higher plane of 
citizenship." 
POLITICS AND TRE PULPIT. 
" I trust you will not misinterpret tffy n>0‘ 
live. 
I speak on this subject now because 
your thought is already turned in that direc­ 
tion, and I desire to take advantage of that 
fact. 
W ith the advocacy of party measures 
as such the Christian pulpit has nothing 
whatever 
to do, 
and that m inister who 
uses 
Iii* 
pulpit 
for 
such 
a 
purpose 
misrepresents the high office to which he is 
called by Christ and the Church. 
The work 
of the pulpit is to declare add enfrrrro the 
gospel and law of God as found in His Word, 
both as they affect our relation to God and to 
each other, while, therefore, the minister in 
his pulpit, has nothing whatever to do with 
party politics, he has much to do with citi­ 
zenship. 
The gosjiel prepares men to live on 
earth a* well as in heaven. 
Apart from his 
pulpit, the Christian minister lias a right not 
simply to have private views on party meas­ 
ures, but as auv other good citizen, he is 
tiound to use his influence, in a proper way 
to secure the election of those men and the 
trium ph of those measures which lie believes 
would be for the best good of the jieople 
This is not preaching |K>litics but doing the 
duties of the true citizen. 
And ought not 
the Christian minister to la* such a citizen? 


THE GOOD CITIZEN. 
" T h e ‘Good Citizen of a Great Country’ 
my subject, and I desire to give you, in part 
what I conceive to be the Bible di tinition of 
such a citizen.

Ile is the hosts!, moral, upright 
mon. 
I do not say here the Christian, for 
one may be a good citizen and not be a de 
dared follower of Jesus, but I do say that he 
who 
lives 
out 
the 
teachings 
of 
Christ will manifest the 
highest type of 
citizenship. 
The good man here meaut 
one who ‘doe# justly, loves mercy ami walks 
hum bly before his God.’ 
He docs no w rong 
s>*ek* not to injure the properly, the hody 
the soul of another. 
He is kind-hearted, rev 
erential aud recognizes the authority of God. 


MUST LOVE IHS COUNTRY. 
‘ Second—The gwwi eitizen is a good man 
who loves his country; a patriot. 
His pa 
triotism is not that kind which manifests it 
self simply in torch light procession*, 
dragging cannon through the mud, and 
shouting himself hoarse; nor that kind which 
is willing to hold office and draw the largest 
pay for the lea*! work; not the patriotism of 
the mere politician,hut that patriotism which 
loves tile country ami seeks its highest good 
n love which manifests itsdf in a willingness 
to sacrifice mere personal interests for th 
larger good.

citizen will not shirk his responsibilities.

machinery of governm ent to be turned bv the 
unscrupulous and self serving. It is saiu that 
not more than two-tliirds of the legitimate 
voters of a state are found at the poll* at any 
election. 
W here are the other third ?
